February’s EBARC Program 
“Weak Signal Operation” 
John Wood, KF6HFA 


Larry (Lawrence) Hogue, W6OMF, is the 
current president of the Western States 
Weak Signal Society (WSWSS). It’s a 
society of hams dedicated to the furthering 
of weak signal operation, particularly 6 
meters and above. It is also interested in 
the preservation and protection of the weak 
signal portions of the ham bands from 
threats by Little Leo satellites, spread 
spectrum, and encroachment by FM use. 


Larry became a ham in 1975 in Abilene, 
TX, and immediately discovered weak 
signal work. When he moved to California 
in 1981, he continued his weak signal ham 
activities, retiring from the Air Force in 
1994. He is amember of that elite group of 
hams called Rovers or Mountain Toppers, 
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who find high places in rare grid squares 
and set up a station. 


When he is not in the shack or on a 
mountain top, he volunteers for Assist-a- 
Grad, a group that raises scholarship 
money for seniors, and Fisher House, a 
group that finds the money to support a 7- 
bedroom home for critically ill patient's 
families while they visit at the David Grant 
Medical Center. In his spare time, he is the 
house-husband in a relationship with his 
wife of 27 years, Sue, WB5UYW, who as 
Dr. Susan Hogue, is the principal of a 
Fairfield middle school.

A Letter to the Membership 
John Wood, KF6HFA 


As many of you are aware, it was 
suggested that it would be a worthy effort to 
operate a Special Event Station to 
celebrate our 50" year of existence. As 
Program Chair, it falls to me to organize 
such an event. As | ama recently licensed 
ham and know very little about contesting, | 
had to do some investigation into what 
makes up a Special Event Station project. 


As | began to investigate the details of 
doing a Special Event Station, | quickly 
came to realize that it was not a simple 
matter to execute. It consists of three basic 
steps: (1) preparing for the time when the 
station is on the air, (2) operating the 
station, and (3) sending the QSL cards 
and/or certificates to those hams with whom 
we communicated during the station 
operation. 


In many ways, a Special Event Station is 

like Field Day except that you don’t have to 
lug all the equipment somewhere and make 
it work. It would require a staff of people to 


manage the logistics (food, record keeping, 
station operation and maintenance, etc.) 
before during and after the event. 


The simplest station would be a single 
transmitter, operating on a single frequency 
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for about 4 hours by a single individual. A 
more elaborate station would have four or 
five continuously operating transceivers on 
several ham bands for two or more days, 
operated around the clock and supported 
by a staff of cooks and replacement 
personnel. The choice is up to us. 


In any event if we choose to do it, it is 
necessary to petition the ARRL for 
authorization to operate a Special Event 
Station. This may include the granting of 
the use of a 1X1 callsign just for the 
occasion. It is also necessary to inform the 
other ham operators that might be 
interested in our event that it is happening 
and how our operation will proceed. 


By now, | hope that you realize that it will 
take many people to commit to the project 
depending on the size of the station, (about 
six people per 24-hours per transceiver for 
station operation alone). In order that we 
make the right decision about doing this 
thing, | plan to discuss the feasibility of the 
project at the next meeting. Your 
enthusiastic support will go a long way 
toward making it happen. In the meantime, 
if you have thoughts or would like to 
volunteer early, please give me a call. 


Proposed EBARC Club 
Station Access Rules 


[The text below was tentatively approved at 
the January 2, 1998 Executive Board 
meeting. It will be discussed and voted 
upon at the February 1998 general 
meeting. - Editor] 


1) Application for club station access shall 
be available to those who have been club 
members in good standing for a minimum 
of six (6) months, and have attended at 
least six (6) meetings. At the discretion of 
the Executive Committee, exception may be 
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made for applicants who do not meet the 
foregoing criteria, but are well Known to a 
member of the Executive Committee who 
will vouch for the otherwise ineligible 
applicant. Application for club station 
access shall be made to the Club Station 
Chairperson (see the Blown Fuse for that 
person’s identity and phone number.) 


2) All applicants shall be instructed by the 
Club Station Chairperson (or his/her 
designee) in the proper operation of the 
station security doors and the electronic 
surveillance system. They shall also 
receive instructions from the Club Station 
Chairperson (or his/ner designee) in the 
operation of that radio equipment which the 
applicant requests, but only to the extent of 
the operating privileges allowed by the 
applicant’s license. In the event the 
applicant later upgrades his/her license, 
further instructions may be given in 
accordance with the applicant's added 
privileges. 


3) Instructions as described above shall 
continue until the applicant and the Club 
Station Chairperson (or his/her designee) 
are satisfied with the applicant’s 
competence in the operation of the club 
station security system and radio 
equipment. 


4) Members granted access to the club 
station may operate only that radio 
equipment on which they have been 
instructed, and only to the extent of their 
personal license privileges. However, if 
another club member holding higher 
privileges is present, they may operate the 
equipment to the extent of that member’s 
privileges, provided that 1) the member 
holding the higher privileges has met all 
requirements herein, and 2) the member 
holding the higher privileges agrees to act 
as control operator as provided by FCC 
regulations. 
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5) Applicants shall reimburse the club at 
the time an entrance door key is given to 
him/her for the cost of the key. No 
duplicates of such keys shall be made by 
other than the Club Station Chairperson. In 
the event it becomes necessary to change 
the security door key (e.g. for security 
reasons), such change may be made 
without prior notification to keyholders. In 
such an event, keyholders shall reimburse 
the club for the cost of their new key. 


6) Each member entering the station shall 
sign in and out on the log located at the 
station entrance door, and shall be 
responsible for station and equipment 
security while on the premises. 


7) Any member under the age of 18 who is 
granted access to the club station must be 
accompanied by a parent or guardian.

Looking Back 
Ron Smith, KE6HKQ, Historian 


The following article appeared in the 
December 1978 Blown Fuse. It was 
reprinted from “Ham Radio Report” 
RUSSIAN AMATEUR SATELLITE 
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Russia’s “RS” satellites are up and 
operating after a successful launch late 
Thursday, October 26. According to a 
TASS news release on Friday, three 
satellites, two Amateur (dubbed “Radio-1” 
and “Radio-2”) and one in the COSMOS 
scientific series COSMOS-1045, were put 
into orbit at the same time. Specifics on 
the Russian amateur space effort were still 
vague at (Ham Radio Report’s) press time, 
with little “hard” information as yet offered 
by the Russians. Beacon signals have 
been heard from both satellites at about 
29.400 MHz, and at least one transponder 
was in operation throughout the weekend 
(Oct. 28-29), with a number of Amateurs in 
both North America and Europe working 
through it. However, since Sunday night 
(Oct. 29) only one beacon, apparently that 
of Radio-1, has been heard. 

The orbit of the RS satellites is 
considerably higher than that of any of the 
OSCARs, about 1050 miles. This should 
increase range 300-400 miles, and passes 
should be three or four minutes longer than 
those of OSCAR-7. According to an RS- 
relayed announcement monitored in 
Europe on 29.380 MHz, the uplink is 
145.88-145.92 MHz with a 29.36-29.40 
MHz output. According to last weekend’s 
users, 10 watts ERP puts a good signal into 
the RS transponder, while a 50-watt ERP 
signal apparently overloads and shuts it 
down. RS’s period Is slightly over 120 
minutes, and its equatorial inclination about 
83 degrees, resulting in an orbit-to-orbit 
increment of just over 30 degrees. Orbits 
are opposite in direction to those of the 
OSCAR spacecraft, descending on evening 
passes and ascending in the morning for 
US listeners. As the day-to-day shift in 
both time and position is quite small, it’s 
easy for a listener to predict future signal 
acquisition and loss parameters for his 
location after copying one or two passes. 
Satellabes and OSCAR Locators can be 
used for a fair approximation of an RS orbit 
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if they're used backwards, placing the end 
of orbit point at the equatorial crossing 
point. 

The RS beacon signal sends 15 words of 
telemetry data, followed by ”RS’” for 
Radio-1 and “RS RS” for Radio-2. “PO1U 
CI3U F42U Z41U L82U B45U H38U 001U 
W63U KO1U UO01U GOIU R13U DO1U 
S50U RS’ was an RS telemetry group 
copied at mid-week. Analysis and 
interpretation of RS’s telemetry is being 
done, so telemetry transcripts should be 
sent to AMSAT, Box 27, Washington, DC 
20044. 


The RS-1 Russian Satellite’s transponder 
is supposed to be available 24 hours a day 
except for Monday and Wednesday, when 
it's limited to experimental and scientific 
use, according to an article in the October 
29 Soviet Patriot, translated by KSKW4J / 
HB9BRQ. The Soviet paper gave 
extensive front-page coverage to the 
Russian amateur space effort, though it 
omitted any reference to AMSAT’s prior 
amateur satellites and implied that the 
Russian effort was a “first.”. UA3DV, control 
operator at the satellites’ Main Command 
Station, UK3ACM, was quoted as saying 
that though the two Russian birds share the 
same frequencies, they’re quite different in 
construction - without going into much 
detail on those differences. One significant 
difference he did mention was their power 
sources, leading to the conjecture that one 
may have only battery power while the 
other includes solar panels for battery 
recharging. 


Further details have been provided by 
UK3ACM during contacts with G3IOR. 
Both the “RS” and “RS RS” ID are from 
Radio-1, the “RS RS” meaning the 
transponder is operating. The new birds 
are designed for only 3 watts ERP uplink 
(Russian “Technicians” are limited to 5 
watts), while 8 watts or more will overload 
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and cut it off. Once shut down, it must be 
reactivated from the ground, perhaps 
explaining why it’s been so unavailable 
from the US (Ed. note—This and the 
preceeding paragraph were included in 
later issues of HR Report; therefore, the 
facts differ from those reported earlier in 
the article. This fact is because more 
information was learned at a later date. 
Normally, we don’t devote so much space 
to an HR Report article, but because it 
concerns a new Amateur satellite, we 
thought it would be worthwhile for general 
reading.) 


Still more RS satellite data has been 
provided by Soviet satellite command 
station RS3A to G3IOR, meeting on 29280 
just after an RS pass. RS3A coordinates 
satellite experiments on RS’s Wednesday 
passes, and there’s a growing suspicion 
that RS’s Saturday Sunday ON days and 
Wednesday experiment days are Moscow 
time, which is three hours ahead of GMT. 
RS3A provided a detailed explanation of 
the telemetry data, which is quite extensive, 
and confirmed that “RS RS” and a 
telemetry frame suffix letter “W” indicate 
the transponder is ON. RSS3A is looking for 
telemetry reports, sent to his attention at 
Box 88, Moscow, U.S.S.R,

Looking Forward 
Ron Smith, KE6HKQ 


This month instead of looking back, | ; 
thought it might be interesting to take a 
look forward. Just what is it that | am 
looking forward to, you ask? | am looking 
forward to improved propagation on the HF 
bands.

caused otherwise normal people to sit and

[The festivities will be led by John 
Wood, KF6HFA and Henry Primbsch, 
KK6PH. - Editor] 


In order to be prepared to fill out the forms 
(which will be provided), each person 
should bring the following information 
regarding each transmitter/antenna pair at 
his/her station. 

1. Transmitter description (Manufacturer, 
Model Number) 

2. External Amplifier description, if any 
(Manufacturer, Model Number) 

3. Maximum Peak Envelope Power from 
Transmitter/Amp (in Watts) 

4. Feed line type (9913, RG-8X, etc.) 

5. Feed line length (in Feet) 

6. Other Feed line Components (Balun, 
Connectors, Relays, etc.) 

7. Antenna Description (Mfg., Model) 

8. Antenna Gain specification. (in dB) 

9. Emission type (CW, SSB, FM, etc.) 
10. Actual Distance from radiating part of 
antenna to nearest place where a person 
can be present. 


11. Operating Bands (10M, 40M, 2M, etc.)

With floods, landslides, wildfires, and 
earthquakes, California seems to be a 
permanent State of emergency. When 
President Clinton recently visited the Bay 
Area to survey damage done by El Nifio, he 
promoted comprehensive community 
emergency preparedness training programs 
like NEAT (Neighborhood Emergency 
Assistance Teams). He pointed out that 
every dollar spent on mitigation and 
preparedness saves at least two dollars on 
response and recovery. 


The Federal Emergency Management 
Agency has estimated that if 10% of the 
population receives comprehensive 
training, injuries and damage can be 
minimized, and it will make a measurable 
difference in the ability of our communities 
to respond to and recover from a disaster. 


With this goal in mind, the NEAT program 
offers residents of El Cerrito and 
Kensington essential preparedness 
information and skills in a free, 4-week 
course, including a hands-on Skills 
Session.

Three Stage Battery Charging 


[The following is a reprint from The West 
Advisor, by West Marine, Oakland - Ed.] 


Marine deep-cycle batteries will last the 
longest and charge the fastest if they are 
charged properly in three distinct phases. 


1) Bulk Phase: Charging at a rate of up to 
25% of a battery bank’s amp-hour capacity. 
For example, a 200 amp-hour battery is 
charged in bulk phase at 50 amps. This 
brings the batteries to about 75% of full 
charge and is efficient, since a battery 
accepts more current when it is discharged. 
When the voltage rises to 14.4 volts, the 
charger switches into ... 


2) Acceptance Phase: Maintains the 
battery at a precise voltage (generally 14.4 
volts, 14.1 for gel batteries) while the 
current is steadily reduced. This restores 
the remaining 25% of your battery bank’s 
amp-hour capacity. Your battery can be 
considered fully charged if it will accept 
only 2% of its amp-hour capacity at 14.4 
volts: e.g. a 200 amp-hour battery 
accepting only 4 amps. 


3) Float or maintenance phase: Voltage is 
dropped to 13.3 volts (13.7 volts for gel 
batteries) to maintain the batteries at a fully 
charged state without damage. 


This type of battery charging is not possible 
using automotive type regulators, 
unregulated solar panels, ferroresonant 
chargers, or taffrail generators. We 
strongly recommend the use of modern, 
multiple-step charging devices to help 
extend the life of your batteries, while 
shortening the amount of time necessary to 
get a full charge.

More on RF Safety 
Henry Primbsch, KK6PH 
Sharon Primbsch, AA6XZ 


During the presentation at last month’s 
meeting, we didn’t quite finish instructions 
for filling out the “Optional Worksheet ... 
Radiofrequency Electromagnetic Fields” 
form. As mentioned at the meeting, every 
ham is required to comply with the FCC’s 
RF safety guidelines, and this worksheet is 
the easiest method of doing that for your 
Station. This article is an extension to help 
you finish items 38-40 on that form (if you 
got past step 19 and find that you actually 
need do a “routine evaluation”). This is our 
attempt to make the remainder of the 
calculations easier for you. For full info, 
see the FCC’s OET Bulletin 65 at 
www.fcc.gov/oet/rfsafety/welcome.htm. 


At the meeting, we got far enough so you 
can calculate the average power radiated . 
(item 37, line “S”) for a frequency band for 
your station. Continue by using your 
values from line “S” and line “N” to 
calculate your effective isotropic radiated 
power (EIRP). Convert the watts value 
from line “S” to dBW by looking up the 
value from Table 1. If your power isn’t 
listed, choose the next higher power. To 
the dBW value you found, add the value of 
your lossless antenna gain (item 29, line 
“N"). Convert the total dBW back to watts 
using Table 1 again. Estimate a wattage 
value if it falls between two dBW values 
listed. This wattage value is your EIRP. 
(There’s no place on the worksheet to write 
it.)

It turns out to be easiest to ignore item 38 
(lines “T” and “U”) temporarily, then 
calculate them later (if you wish). Continue 
by filling in values for distances from the 
radiating part of the antenna to the nearest 
uncontrolled and controlled places for your 
station (worksheet item 39, lines “V” and 
“W", respectively). Work with one of the 
distances, and repeat the calculation for 
the other. If necessary, convert a distance 
in feet to a distance in meters by dividing 
the “feet” value by 3.28. 


Using your distance value in meters, 
calculate your power flux density (2nd 
column of item 40) in milliwatts per square 
centimeter. Multiply your EIRP by 0.204, 
divide the result by your distance, then 
divide that result by the distance again. 
Using the “R” for distance and “PFD” for the 
power flux density, the formula is: 
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EIRP x 0.0204 
RxR

Compare your power flux density with the 
FCC’s allowable exposure, as listed below 
in Table 2. (Choose the wavelength band 
and the density from the appropriate 
“controlled” or “uncontrolled” column of the 
table.)

If your calculated power flux density is 
below that listed in Table 2, your 
installation (for the wavelength band in your 
setup) satisfies the FCC’s RF safety 
requirements. You may want to add an 
extra column to the worksheet’s table in 
item 40 to show the FCC’s allowable value 
for the location. Repeat the power flux 
density calculation for the other distance 
(“V" or “W"). Then continue with page 4 of 
the worksheet, which is self-explanatory. 


Since you can determine the safety of your 
installation without calculating the minimum 
necessary distance from the radiating part 

of the antenna (item 38, lines “T”, and “U”), 


you need not fill in these lines. However, if 
you wish to find their values anyhow, you 
can use the following method. Again, first 
calculate the minimum distance for either 
controlled or uncontrolled space, then 
repeat the calculation for the other 
distance. We've rearranged the previous 
formula to calculate the minimum distance 
(in meters) for RF safety. The rearranged 
formula uses “Rmin’” for the desired 
distance (item 38, line “T” or “U”), “MPE” for 
the maximum permissible exposure from 
Table 2, and “EIRP” for the value of 
effective isotropic radiated power you 
calculated previously: 


EIRP x 0.0204 
MPE 


Rmin = 


The computer program demonstrated at the 
April meeting will be improved. Then it will 
be installed on the keyboard-to-keyboard 
packet computer at the club station. Watch 
the Blown Fuse for the announcement.

There will be no 
QSOs during “Wilderness Protocol” 
monitoring times, (August 29th 1:00-1:05 
p.m., 4:00-4:05 p.m., 7:00-7:05 p.m., and 
10:00 - 10:05 p.m. PDT). The committee is 
alse concerned that this proposal wouid tie 
up “calling frequencies” when we could 
advertise some other frequencies. We'd 
like the club’s feedback on this matter. 


VHF/UHF SSB: 144.237 MHz and 
432.075.MHz. 


VHF/UHF 6 meters: Does anyone want to 
operate on 6 meters? Technicians (no 
code) could operate here. The AM calling 
frequency is 50.400; the SSB domestic 
calling frequency is 50.200; the national 
packet simplex calling frequency is 51.700; 
and the national RTTY calling frequency is

10 meters - 28.370 MHz 
The committee wants to know if you wish to 
also operate on 17 meters - 18.137 MHz or 
12 meters - 24.937 MHz. 


HF CW: All are in the Novice band, except 
the 20 meter frequency, which is in the 
General band: 

80 meters - 3.700 MHz 

40 meters - 7.135 MHz 

20 meters - 14.120 MHz 

15 meters - 21.175 MHz 

10 meters - 28.250 MHz . 
Should we also operate CW on 30 meters? 
It's a CW-only General band. 


We expect that, if necessary, the HF 
operations could all be from the W6CUS 


- station with one SSB and one CW station 


operating simultaneously. Although certain 
club members don’t have privileges on HF 
frequencies we're proposing, other 
members with the appropriate license could 
volunteer to be the control operator for 
them. The R7 antenna is the only one at 
W6CUS which can be used on 17M, 12M 
and 30M.

HAM RADIO SAVES GROUNDED YACHT 


The 53 foot yacht Skana grounded about 
250 miles east of Papeete Oct. |. WA6CUP 
was monitoring the Maritime Service Net on 
14313 when KAG6HBQ broke in to say the 
yacht he was on, (the Skana) had run 
aground on Aratika Reef in the Tuamoto 
Group and appeared badly damaged. 


WAS6CUP and neighbor W6TIO got San 
Francisco Coast Guard on the phone and 
was able to patch KA6HBQ thru to the 
Coast Guard. 


The C.G. contacted the US Pacific Fleet H. 
Qtrs. and they advised the French Navy of 
the mishap. A French Naval vessel was 
able to reach the yacht the next day, and 
with the help of natives, was able to pull the 
yacht off the reef and make emergency 
repairs sufficient for the craft to proceed to 
a nearby port for repairs. The incident drew 
much media coverage and kudos for 
amateur radio.

QST Field Day Alert! 
Greg Small, KD6SXH 


[Below is the excellent article by Greg Small 
about last year’s Field Day, slightly altered 
for this year. - Editor] 


Field Day is Friday June 26 through 
Sunday June 28. This year EBARC will set 
up in Cesar Chavez Park at the Berkeley 
Marina (Northwest Picnic area). 4C's and 
EBARC members and their families are 
encouraged to come. 


The object of Field Day is to work as many 
Stations as possible, on any or all amateur 
bands, while deployed “in the field” to 
practice emergency preparedness. This 
involves getting our equipment out to the 
field, setting up, and operating. Since this 
is a 24-hour event, there is also the 
logistics of power, shelter, food, security, 
and getting some sleep between operating. 
It's darn good practice and a lot of fun. 


By EBARC tradition, we start setting up at 
the site Friday at about 11 a.m. This 
involves collecting equipment from the Club 
Station at about 10:30 a.m. and 
transporting it to the site. Setup of tents, 
power, antennas, and radios usually lasts 
until late afternoon. Come on out to the 
site to lend a hand and your expertise. 


Contest operation begins at 11 a.m. on 
Saturday and continues 24 hours until 11 
a.m. Sunday. EBARC operates as 
category 2A, a battery portable club station 
with two transmitters. We operate these as 
an HF CW station and an HF SSB station. 
We also operate a Novice/TechPlus HF 
transmitter and a VHF/UHF transmitter, 
which are “free” in that they do not count as 
transmitters in our category designation. 
Phone contacts count one point and 
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CW/RTTY count two points plus bonus 
points for various related activities. 


Needless to say, no one operates the 
whole 24 hours straight, so we need a lot of 
hams (that's you!) to take turns at the 
various operating stations. Each station 
needs at least the transmitter operator and 
someone to record the log and check for 
duplicates. This is a great chance to 
operate on your favorite band or try 
something new with others available to help 
out. For you night owls, remember we 
operate 24 hours. 


At 11 a.m. on Sunday we pack it all up and 
head home. This operation takes several 
hours as you might expect, so come and 
help out if you were unable to before. 
Come earlier and do some operating too. 


If you're stuck at home or are on the road, 
you can still help with Field Day. There are 
two ends to every contact, and you can be 


one of them. At home vou can operate _ 


category 1D (permanent station using 
commercial power) or 1E (permanent 
station using emergency power, battery, 
etc.). On the road you are 1C (mobile). If 
you try simplex DX with your handheld, you 
are 1B (one or two person portable). Every 
contact you make helps other Field Day 
sites have as much fun as you. 


Field Day contacts are short and sweet. 
You call “CQ Field Day” or respond to a CQ 
FD and then exchange your operating class 
and ARRL/RAC Section. For example: 

S: “CQ Field Day this is W6CUS listening” 
R: “W6CUS this is KD6SXH, 1 B East Bay” 
S: “KD6SXH roger 2 A East Bay” 

R: “W6CUS roger KD6SXH out.” 

S: “CQ Field Day this is W6CUS listening” 


The contest does not use 30M, 17M, or 


12M. Every other ham bandfrom160Mto ( 


23 cm and beyond is in the game. Don't 
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neglect 10M SSB (it was wide open on 
Saturday afternoon the last two years).

If you were at the April meeting, you heard 
Don Dunn, K6BJJ, read excerpts from a

letter he received recently from Bill Hurd, 
WECTL, recalling the early days of the East 
Bay Amateur Radio Club --37 years ago. 
So that all members of the Club may have 
this interesting information about our ‘roots’ 
we are happy to carry some of Bill's 
comments in this issue of The Blown Fuse: 


“Your letter has certainly re-kindled some 
fond memories. Many log books have been 
filled since my days with the East Bay 
Radio Club, as it was known at that time. 
Although most of my recollections are 
somewhat dim at this late date, | will be 
glad to jot down what | do recall. 


“It was back about mid-1947 when Frank 
Torchia, W6KEK (now a Silent Key), Hal 
Nahmens, W6JK, and I, as former 
members of the Richmond Radio Club, took 
it upon ourselves to start the East Bay 
Radio Club, meeting in El Cerrito. W6JK is 
still with us and now resides in Pinole. 
Although Hal is blind and quite hard of 
hearing, he is nevertheless an active ham; 
in fact, we still have a daily sked on 7040 
kHz at 0200Z. 


“From the very start, and up to the time | 
faded out of the scene, we met at what was 
called ‘The Preschool’ in El Cerrito. As | 
recall it was located on Moeser Lane and 
the building is probably now within Cerrito 
Vista Park. Our departure from the 
Richmond Radio Club had nothing to do 
with the meeting location, which as you say 
was in the old Richmond City Hall. In those 
days it was quite safe to go there even in 
the middle of the night: 


“| was the initial president of the new Club, 
and as | recall W6KEK was our first vice- 
president. | applied for and was granted 
WE6CUS as the Club call. | also compiled 
and ran off the Club newsletter which we 
called QLF (which of course means 
‘sending with your left foot'). Where the 
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name The Blown Fuse came from | do not 
know. 


“I can recall a few of the old time members 
of the East Bay Radio Club, but not all of 
their call letters. There was Bob Lathe, 
now W6DAC and living in Grass Valley. 
There was Jess Fraga; and Morrie Poole, 
WGCJI, who worked in the Department of 
Agriculture in Albany; Jim Crutchfield, who 
was going to UC Berkeley for his Ph.D. in 
Economics; a teacher who later became 
associated with El Cerrito High School; and 
John Larson, KEAUC, who now lives in El 
Sobrante. There were many others, but at 
this point their names escape me. 


“| think it was in the early '50s that | sort of 
faded out of the Club, as did W6KEK and 
WE6JK (and later KEAUC). This happened 
as a result of our total involvement in DX 
and the Northern California DX Club. We 
were at that time the only DXers in the 
Club, and a general ham radio club did not 
fit into our area of nrime inferest. 


“As for Field Day -- indeed we did 
participate! The first one was in 1948 and 
the site was in the hills in Upper Tilden 
Regional Park. | recall that we wanted to 
make a good showing, and even ran a trial 
run before the event. In those days there 
were more vacant lots in El Cerrito than 
occupied ones, so we went out one 
Saturday morning and set up all the 
antennas and gear to find out how it 
worked. This was done in the vicinity of 
‘The Preschool’ mentioned before. There 
were no houses within a half mile of the 
place. The antennas were folded dipoles. 
| had a home brew rig with an 807 final and 
Frank used an old Lysco exciter. 


“We did other things besides engaging in 
Field Days. As | remember, one activity 
was participation in a ham radio exhibit we 
set up for a Preschool bazaar. From time

to time we had potluck dinners at our 
meetings, so the poor XYLs could sort of 
get involved. 


“It might be of interest to know that the East 
Bay Radio Club was represented by me at 
the very first Council of Amateur Radio 
Clubs ever held in the Bay Area. This was 
a brain child of Bill Ladley, W6RBQ (long 
since a Silent Key). He was Pacific 
Division ARRL Director at the time. 


“Yep, | too am retired and | guess a ‘Senior 
Citizen’ (70 come next August). The 
primary thing wrong with ‘advanced’ age is 
that far too many of the old gang are Silent 
Keys. 
“73, Bill (W. G. Hurd, W6CTL)” 

Our thanks to Bill for these comments. 
We're glad to know he is still quite active 
on the air (a real QRQ CW man at about 35 
wpm!) Bill's QTH now is acd Lake, 


California.

JOHN DID IT AGAIN! At the last club 
meeting, we showed a just-completed 
“black box’, built by John, WD6GGC, 
mostly from his scrap metal and junk box. 
The “black box” will control the club's linear 
amplifier when its use is desired. 


Those who have received the required club 
station indoctrination and a club station 
access key will remember that, in general, 
we have not encouraged inexperienced 
members using the linear unless they really 
want to learn how. That is because, in 
addition to the “TLC” needed by high-power 
transmitting tubes, it was a chore to 
interconnect the equipment (Icom 738, 
linear amplifier, antenna tuner and coax 
output to the desired antenna) and “get it 
right the first time.” Now, with John's “black 
box’, it is only necessary to turn one "on / 
off’ knob. This turns the amplifier ON or 
OFF as desired, and ail of the 
interconnecting coaxes are connected 
automatically. 


A day or so after the club meeting, we 
installed the “black box”, made up the 
necessary interconnecting coax leads, 
plugged in the power cord, and VOILA -- it 
worked !!! WELL DONE JOHN -- file 
another notch in your gun !! 


With the above done, concern about 
inexperienced operators using the linear is 
mitigated to a great extent. As a result, 
anyone holding a club station access key 
(and HF privileges) who so desires, can 
contact the Club Station Chairperson and 
receive additional instructions in the use of 
the amplifier. 


Written operating instructions on the use of 


the amplifier are in the mill and will be 
available, hopefully in the near future.

Report on the 1998 W6CUS 


Special Event Station 
John Wood, KF6HFA 


The day was warm and sunny as a crew of 
hams descended on the Club’s station to 
begin our first ever Special Event Station 
happening. The club members decided 
earlier in the year to hold the event to 
commemorate our 50th year of existence 
and to let the world know, figuratively and 
actually, that W6CUS is here, and we plan 
to be here for some time to come. 


About 10:30 AM members began arriving 
and making sure that everything was in 
readiness for the big event. The majority of 
the effort was to happen at the station. The 
two large antenna arrays and the 
transceivers that feed them were given final 
adjustments to assure that they would be at 
peak operating condition. 


As the minutes ticked by waiting for the 
beginning of the event at 1 PM the 
procedures that would allow an orderly 
operation simultaneously on as many 
bands as possible, both at the station and 
in members homes and automobiles, were 
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discussed and approved by the support 
staff. 


The general in charge of the entire 
operation was Sharon Primbsch, AA6XZ, 
who was the final arbitrator for any 
procedure questions. It was her 
understanding of and commitment to the 
event that made the operation run as 
smooth as it did. When things were going 
well and not needing constant supervision, 
she got on the air to make several of her 
own contacts. She was last seen stretched 
out on a cushion on the floor (after twisting 
several arms to help her get the September 
newsletter out). 


The event never would have happened 
without the consummate skills of Ralph 
Hall, W6EFD, our protector and general 
repair person for the club station. We all 
appreciate and highly value the many years 
of singular effort that he has given to the 
club and to the station. Persons that 
assisted Ralph during the event were 
Henry, KK6PH and James, AC5QI. 


Because of the geographically distributed 
nature of the persons taking part in the 
event it was necessary that they be 
coordinated to prevent collisions on the 
ham bands by two or more club members 
trying to use the same band at the same 
time. Therefore, a net was established on 
the 4Cs two meter repeater to permit the 
club station to always know who is doing 
what and on what frequency. (The 
participants as well as the club in general 
wishes to thank the members of the 4Cs for 
their generous permission to use the 
repeater for this function.) This duty was 
well performed by a trio of members, Ginny, 
KF6HEX; Kip, KF6OGA; and Henry, 
KK6PH. They were on the air continuously 
from about 12:30 PM. until the event 
Stopped due to dead bands about midnight. 
A few folks contacted them to add to the 
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number of Special Event contacts, but by 
far the majority were done on the HF 
frequencies. 


During all the deliberations required to plan 
the event, no mention of food was made. 
Through a process totally unknown to the 
author, Molly Hall (Ralph's XYL) became 
aware of the failure to plan and decided to 
do something about it. A lavish hors 
d’oeuvres spread was provided that started 
early and lasted us the entire event. 
Burgie, (KE6MSF), Adah (KF6IHW), and 
Ralph(W6EFD) were Molly's "crew." 
Thanks Molly. It was delicious. 


Some members became SSB operators for 
the first time during this event. Everyone 
who sat down at a transmitter had a good 
feeling about what they were doing and 
thoroughly enjoyed the experience. Those 
who participated at the station were:

So he 
borrowed an all-mode 2M rig and tried 
again from the club station. After a 
while it dawned on him that he'd be 
better off with horizontal, not vertical

We all 
had a great time and when the next 
noteworthy event comes up, we'll do it 
again.

My article in the last Blown Fuse described 
the club's linear amplifier power supply 
“blowing its top”.

The instructions, written in basic language, 
are intended for club members of any 
experience level, including those who have 
never before operated the club's linear 
amp. Regardless of experience level, we 
encourage club members wishing to 
operate at power levels above the usual 
transceiver's 100 watt output to become 
acquainted with the linear amp and to make 
use of it, just as we encourage use of all of 
the other club facilities we have. Our club 
facilities are owned equally by all club 
members in good standing. We should use 
them. Don't be overly concerned about 
accidently misusing equipment --- repairs 
are usually possible. 


A probably unnecessary reminder: those 
holding license privileges less than General 
Class must limit the linear's RF output to 
200 watts or less as indicated by the 

rf ORWARD eedie on) tie antenna tuner 
(be sure you are reading the proper scale: 
that is, the 200 watt or 2000 watt scale.) 
The written instructions will help in doing 
this. 


Anyone wishing to do so, but perhaps 
hesitant to attempt using the linear 
unsupervised, can contact the Club Station 
Chairperson who will help you “learn the 
ropes”.
